ready out of work as a result 
of a strike by Local 88 at 29 
A & P stores. The A & P strike 
began yesterday. 

Nicholas M. Blassie, president 
of the union, said. pink slips 
were handed to Kroger meat 
cutters at the close of business 
last night. Later he said Na- 
tional had given similar slips to 
employes in its meat depart- 
ments. 

The slips stated that the em- 
ployes were not to report to 
work until notified by the store. 


Conspiracy Charged. 

“Kroger and National are con- 
spiring with A & P to destroy 
our union,” Blassie charged. “I 
will consult with the union’s at- 
torney today to determine if we 
have legal recourse.”

65,699,000 18 
RECORD REACHED 
IN DECEMBER 


Labor Secretary Re- 


ployment Increase 


Over Year Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP)— 
Employment hit a record 65,699,- 


economy rebounded from the 
steel strike. 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell said. the December em- 
ployment situation reflected a 
marked improvement from No- 
vember with these results: 

—Up 59,000 to 
65,699,000, a record for the 
month. This was the first De- 
cember since World War II 
that showed no job downturn. 
Usually the December drop 
runs around 700,000. 
 Unempleoyment—Down 93,000 
to 3,577,000. The seasonally 
adjustéd ratio of idle workers 
to the total work force de- 
clined from 5.6 per cent in 
November to 5.2 per cent in 
December. Normally unem- 
ployment increases by about 
100,000 in December. 


A modest decline in the over- 
all labor force accounted for a 
decline in unemployment greater 
than the increase in employment. 
Seymour Wolfbein, deputy As- 
sistant Secretary of Labor, said 
the employment situation in De- 
cember climbed back to its pre- 
strike levels with indications the 
improvement will continue as 
workers laid off because of steel 
shortages are recalled to their 
jobs. 
The strike ran 116 days until 
halted by court injunction in 
early November. The job re- 
covery began rather slowly and 
mounted heavily in December. 
By the time the Government 
took its job sampling survey in 
mid-December. about 150,000 
auto workers laid off because of 
steel shortages. had been re- 
employed. Wolfbein said this has 
been continuing. 
The factory work week rose 
by more than a half hour in De- 
cember to 404% hours. This was

Like Previous Delays. 
The first two days of debate 
wed the measure was running 
intd controversies that 
blocked similar bills in recent 
years. 

One of Gore’s amendments 
would provide that a presidential

because he “did an awful lot of

“I will never believe the 
insinuations they are making 
about him,” said his widow, 
Mrs. Janet Frank, a former 
model.

Mrs. Frank was the benefi- 
ciary of the insurance policies. 
They carried a two-year suicide 
clause, providing that if Frank 
ended his own life within that 
period the insurance would not 
be paid. The only other policy 
Frank is known to have had was 
his $10,000 National Service in- 
surahce, which will be paid re- 
gardless of the ci:cumstances of 
his death. 


“It seems pretty pat that a 
bomb was carried ‘into — the 
plane’s washroom and deliber- 
ately set off,’ Monroney said.

But the ranks of emboldened insurgents 
have grown remarkably in a short time, Last 
year Senator Proxmire of Wisconsin raised 
what was at first a lonely voice, though he 
was soon supported by Senators Douglas of 
Illinois, ‘Clark of Pennsylvania and Morse of. 
Oregon. Now are heard also Humphrey and 
McCarthy of Minnesota, Monroney of Okla- 
homa, a leading student of parliamentary 
processes and co-author of the Congressional 
Reform Act of-1946; and Yarborough of 
Johnson’s own state, Texas. 

What they are up against is the necessity to 
regain for themselves and other Senators 
authority rightfully belonging to them which 
has become overconcentrated in the Majority 
Leader. It is such a struggle as the House of 
Representatives faced when it broke, in 1910, 
the stranglehold of “Czar” Cannon of Illinois, 
its Speaker. 

The fact that Senator Johnson can muster a 
crushing vote against the rebels does not 
necessarily mean that all who voted on his 
side are particularly happy to have him dic- 
tate. Many others may be disturbed by this 
excess of power, but restrained by the knowl- 
edge that success in the Senate is not pro- 
moted by locking horns with the man who 
runs it. All this only emphasizes the courage 
of those who have spoken out. The making of 
majority decisions by the majority, instead of 
by Senator Johnson, is an objective worthy of 
some risk; it is also one which must be 
attained. 


‘No Time for Costly Delay 

Economy-minded as the Bureau of the 
Budget may be, it would be most unwise if it 
withheld approval of the request of the St. 
Louis congressional delegation for a supple- 
mental appropriation of $2,503,125 to be obli-' 
gated in the next six months for further work 
on the riverfront, especially since the city’s 
share of $834/375 for this part of the project 
has been available for years. Any opposition. 
would involve a costly delay in work now 
well under way. Worse, it would risk a fail- 
ure to meet the 1964 deadline. The Govern- 
ment has an obligation to finish the job, and 
it should be finished on time. Unreasonable 
delays in making money available as needed 
would. mean. nothing other than irritation. 


Crime Without Punishment 

The federal grand jury at Biloxi, Miss., no 
more came to grips with the Mack Charles 
Parker lynching than did the Pearl. River 
County grand jury two months ago. Whether 
this, too, was “a travesty on justice,” as At- 
torney General Rogers called the earlier no- 
true-bill, is a mixed question, for the statutes 
on which the United States entered the case 
are admittedly weak. The fact remains that 
if as many as 12 of the 23 jurors on the panel 
at Biloxi had permitted a trial, the Depart- 
ment of Justice would have prosecuted. — 

What is certain is that the lack of results 
from both a state and a federal grand jury 
constitutes a powerful argument for new fed- 
eral civil rights legislation, including an anti- 
lynching bill, which the Senate is scheduled 
to start debating about the middle of next 
month. A crime was committed when a 
slight youth of only 23 years was taken from 
the Poplarville jail, beaten, shot twice through 
the chest, and his body thrown into the Pearl 
River. The conscience of our country cannot 
rest when such crimes can be committed, and 
their perpetrators can be known, without 
punishment. 

If no evidence of need for a federal anti- 
lynching statute had existed before, the 
Mack Charles Parker case would be evidence 
enough, and more than enough.

Some of Mr. Khrushchey’s claims may be 
exaggerated, but it is not safe to make that 
assumption without proof to the contrary. 
Within reasonable limits, and regardless. of 
the budget, the United States must measure 
up to the conditions Soviet advances have 
imposed. 


In Everybody’s Interest 


The Aldermen would serve the best interest 
of everybody who owns an automobile or 
rides a bus by approving the long-delayed bill 
enlarging the powers of the City Traffic Com- 
missioner, the taxpayer’s hired traffic expert. 


Under the proposal the Board would 
authorize this official to Install traffic signals 
and stop signs, to set.speed limits and to pro- 
mulgate certain other traffic control regula- 
tions without waiting for prior approval from 
the Aldermen, not one of whom is a traffic 
engineer. They would retain the right, to be 
éxercised through fhe ordinance-making proc- 
ess,.of nullifying any of his directives.

An Example to Be Followed 

News that Harvard University’s three-year 
drive to raise $82,500,000 has reached its goal 
with a bit to spare should be encouraging to 
other private institutions of higher learning. 
It should be particularly welcome to Wash- 
ington University, which has collected more 
than $22,000,000 ‘in a 10-year-drive for $50,- 
000,000 to satisfy capital needs, and to St. 
Louis University, which opetied in September 
a campaign for $46,000,000, including a goal 
of $18,000,000 for the first five-year phase 
of development. | 

Many contributions to these vital endow- 
ment funds are coming from private business 
and industry, as well as from foundations and 
individuals of means. It is essential that

The NAREB survey showed a

borhoods.” At the same time, 
according to the report, ‘‘own- 
ers of unattractive units or in- 
adequate ones, particularly those 
that originated in half-hearted 
conversions, are failing to se- 
cure tenants in more and more 


areas. 

A “severe shortage” of rental 
units es reported in some com- 
munities, There were some oth- 
ers ‘in which an “oversupply 
has resulted from either build- 
ing in excess of the immediate 
market or de-activation of mili- 
tary installations.”” -However, 
both conditions were extremes 
in and not typical of the over-all 
market. 

Rents stayed the same over 
the year in 56 per cent of areas, 
went up in 35 per cent, and 
dropped in 9 per cent, accord- 
ing to.the report. 

“High occupancy levels and 
sustained rental demand have 
made it possible for owners in 
some areas to raise rents, as 
labor and material prices and 
real estate taxes have pushed 
upward the maintenance and 
operation costs of rental prop- 
erties, Despite the rise in oper- 
ational expense in some areas, 
rents on average are unchanged 
from a year ago because reduc- 
tions in some classes of proper- 
ties have approximated in- 
creases in others,” the NAREB 
report stated,

Péying a Child 


“WE’VE BEEN WORKING on a system,” said the father 
of a 10-year-old boy, “‘that I guess we'll have to give up or 
I'll have to quit my job to keep track of it.” 

The system in question started with the idea of helping 
the boy to learn to take responsibility on the one hand and 
on the other to get the idea that money comes from work. He 
is dependent for spending money on the work he does. 

He gets one cent for hanging up his clothes when 

he takes them off at night; one cent for hanging up 

pajamas in the morning; three cefts for making his 

bed; five cents for cleaning up his room; five cents 

for wiping dishes; five cents for carrying out garbage; 

one cent for feeding the cat. All this is on a daily basis. 

No wonder the father is running into trouble trying 

to keep track of payments due: and received! 

A situation like this has many angles to it. Certainly it 
is good for a child to learn that money comes from work. 
But such “work” as hanging up clothes, cleaning up his 
room, making his bed, can hardly be thought of as the kind 


of work commonly paid for. Those jobs are more the re- . 


sponsibility that comes to a child as a matter of learning 
personal tidiness. 

Things like taking out the garbage, feeding the cat, wip- 
ing dishes fall into the group of family responsibilities, Being 
paid for things such as these may well cause a child to ask, 
“What will you give me?” in response to any request for 
help. That does not lead toward much of a real feeling of 
responsibility. 

Further, what if the child would rather forego the pay 
than do the work? Will his clothese go unhung, his bed un- 
made, his room untidied, the garbage not carried out? 

These are some of the reasons that many parents question 
paying a child for performing everyday duties instead of 
teaching him to do them because he is a member of the 
family and so has a share in daily responsibilities. 

We agree fully with those who feel this way. We agree, 
too, with those who feel that a youngster’s allowance may 
properly come to him also because he is a member of the 
family. 

What then about earning money instead of having all 
of it handed to him? Must this be earned outside the family? 
The parents of a boy now 15 have always paid him for such 
things as mowing the yard, washing the car, shoveling snow, 
and the like. They say that they would pay someone else and 
are glad to pay. him instead. That seems reasonable. 

The thing to do is to think it all through in light of what 
it is you want your child to learn, then plan accordingly. 
If you want him to take responsibility as one of the family, 
go easy on paying for everyday duties.

IF THE CLASS will stop pass- 
ing that nasty jug of bourbon 
around the back of the room we 
will come to order and discuss 
the richer juices of life, “‘the 
living blood of the grape.” We 
will discuss wine. Eventually the 
lesson will get around to Gene 
Weissman, a liquor merchant. 
He has great plans for St. Louis. 

Wine is the generous gift of a 
catalyst. A microscopic fungus 
on the skin of the grape sponsors 
fermentation. Saccharomycetes, 
bless its little living micro-organ- 
ism, is the solo star of a chemi- 
cal play that ends happily in 
wine, Barefoot peasants tram- 
pling the grape add romance but 
are dispensable for flavor. 

That is. the natural history of 
wine and there is no reason to 
believe the stéry has changed a 
bit since the first grape. The 
commercial history of wine is a 
story of many changes, includ- 
ing the change of the English 
from insular wine-drinkers to 
empire-building wine-drinkers.

Bordeaux wel- 
comed Weissman more gener- 
ously than anything history re- 
cords for Edward.

Wine fell behind beer and 
bourbon when this country was 
young and pushing. Beer is 
cheaper than wine, bourbon is 
quicker, and a pioneer always 
is strapped for money or time 
or both. When Daniel Boone 
killed a bear he didn’t have 
time to roll around a slug of 
wine on his palate and sample 
the bouquet before rushing on 
to meet the next bear. The 
fine arts of wining and dining 
ran a poor second to gulping 
a bourbon and getting on to 
the next big project. 


Weissman’s employers put him 
to work plugging the cultural 
gap. The first notice of his mis- 
sion appeared in advertisements 
last year. The company ran ads 
stating ‘“‘Gene’s Gone to Eu- 
rope.” The unexpected social 
note was bolstered by the news 
that Gene was shopping for wine. 
The campaign to get Gene 
through Europe and to put wine 
on the table in St. Louis had be- 
gun and today, Weissman says, 
is coming along nicely. 

“I went to France, Italy and 
Germany,” he said, ‘““‘We wanted 
to study first-hand what the 
wine countries are producing, 
and we wanted to understand 
what their feelings are.” 


Feelings? 
“Yes. In Italy, they say that 
a day without wine is a day with- 


out sunshine. Actually, the 
Italian feeling toward wine is 
more in keeping with the Ameri- 
can feeling than the French 


feeling is. In France, there are 
too many wine lists for the aver- 
age American. An American in 
France wonders, ‘Will I be em- 
barrassed in front of the wine 
steward?’ There isn’t so much 
fuss and feathers in Italy. The 
Italians have the red wine and 
the white wine and that’s it. The 
red wine is the more popular.” 

His mission, he explained, was 
to gain an appreciation of wine 
and to buy wine. He and his 
wife had six weeks to do the job. 
When he went abroad he was a 
bourbon-and-scotch man. He has 
changed. 


“We will never go to a party 
now without bringing wine,” 
Weissman said. “We make it a 
habit. We ask the host or host- 
ess, ‘Do you mind if we bring 
a couple of bottles of - wine?’ 
There will always be more to-do 
about the wine than about the 
dinner. There is something 
about opening a bottle of wine 
at the table that—well, I guess 
I’m a sentimentalist. 

“When I have wines at home 
with a meal it brings back our 
trip to Europe. We all like to 
live at a higher standard and 
nothing else can-add a touch of 
glamour to a meal as wine can.” 

What if Weissman succeeds too 
well? What if he wines the gin 
and bourbon and scotch busi- 
ness right out of the company 
liquor stores? Will we read some 
day, ‘‘Gene’s Gone to Siberia”?

Study. of Birth Detects 


FRESNO, Calif., Jan. -15. _ 

THE MARCH OF DIMES CAMPAIGN opened throughout 
ie country on Jan, 5, signaled by the dedication of its first 
study center of birth defects in the Children’s Hospital of 
Columbus, Ohio. 

The National Foundation originally was devoted exclu- 
aively to conquering polio. It still has to continue this program, 
‘or new cases of crippling polio do occur, especially where 
people forget that they should get their Salk vaccine shots at 
the proper intervals. And there will be for a long time old 
cases of polio victims where care will be needed and given 
through the money raised by the March of Dimes. 


The Foundation, however, felt it should now move 
into new fields as well, and so it decided to try to 
do something about the fact that one out of every 
16 American babies is born with some defect. Through 
research it is hoped that causes of malformation will 
be discovered and ways found to prevent such 
occurrence. 


Probably the most sorrowful words a mother and father 
can hear are those spoken by a doctor outside a hospital de- 
livery room: ‘I'm sorry I must tell you . . .” The parents then 
must suffer to hear that something is wrong with their baby. 
Assuaging the pain and bewilderment of such parents, help- 
ing them to help their child surely are services of compassion 
that the March of Dimes can provide. 


In addition to this work the Foundation wil} start 
new research in arthritis, which attacks every age 
group and is the second greatest crippler of children. 


While the March of Dimes campaign is going on this 
month I hope very much that evéryone will realize that 
enough money must be raised not only that the National Foun- 
dation may continue its program in communities for the 
needed aid in polio work, but so that the research in these 
two new fields which cripple so many children may begin 
to find significant answers.
